Some eight hundred individ- 
uals in Alberta who intend to 
start tur farming on slough and 
lake front lands owned by the 
Dominion Government are now 
waiting for final action at Ot- 
tawa, itis announced by Hon- 
ourable Geo, Hoadley. Negoti- 
ations which have been going 
on fur sometime between the 
Provincial and Federal Govern- 
ments us to the basis upon 
which licenses of these lands 
will be given to the Province 
by the Department of the In- 
terior, have 1.ow reached the 
point where applications for 
sub-leases to provide operations 
are being considered and 1t is 
expected that this step will be 
taken shortly. 

Arrangemevts have been 
concluded by which the tisbing 
rates on lakes on which fur 
furming leases will be given, 
will be reserved and in cases 
where neighborhood fishing 
privileges of long standing 
ure concerned, the Provincial 
Government will hold the lands 
under its own Jease and will 
not sublet.

1927 Coal Production 
Sets New Reeord 


Alberta production of coal 
during 1927 has established a 
new high yearly record fon the 
province, according to the re- 
port of the Mines Braneh, pre- 
sented to the Legislature during 
the past week. The total out- 
put of coal for 1927 was 6,936,- 
680 tone, which is 27,857 tons 
greater than the previous re- 
cord year, 1930, when 6,908,923 
tons were produced, ‘The 1927 
production exceeds that of 1926 
by 427,872 tons. 

The total number of mines in 
operation at December Slst, 
1927, was 159, There were 325 
mines in operation during the 
year and of these 22 were open- 
ed, 22 re-opened and 63 aband. 
oned, 

There were 14,639 persons 
employed in Alber:a coal mines 
during the month of December 
1927, whieh was an increase of 
474 over the number employed 
duriwg the corresponding mon‘), 
th of 1926. 

Of the 1937 preduction which 
reached approximately seven 
million tons, 1,508,089 tons were 
sold for consumption in Al- 
perta, 250,154. tons in other 
provinces in Ounada, 45,160 
tons tor consumption in the 
United States, 2.759,765 tons 
were sold to railroad companies, 
19,046 tons were used in making 
briquettes, 287 tons for coke, 
248,565 tons in eolliery boilers, 
8,264 tons by colliery railroads, 
44,160 tons were put to stock, 
and 105,974 tons were put on 
the waste heap.

The Greek word asbestos means 
unextinguishable. Eskimos, finding as-| 
bestos in Labrador, have long used it 
for lamp-wicks. 

“Marco Polo's countrymen only 
laughed when he brought tales, in 
1295 A.D., of Tartars who had clothes 
made from the skin or hair of a 
mythical salamander, which lived 
only in fire. Polo learned that the ma- 
terial was really ‘earth-flax,’ mined in 
the Ural Mountains, as it is today, 
dried, powdered and woven. Magic- 
ians, he said, cleansed it in fire. Four 
centuries before, the Emperor Charle- 
magne performed the same ‘miracle’ 
for his guest with his table-cloth. 

“The mystical material, ‘fibrous and 
crystalline, elastic and brittle, heavy 
as rock in its crude estate, yet as 
light as thistledown when treated 
mechanically,’ has withstood the heat 
and enormous pressure of volcanic 
fires and earth adjustment, apparent- 
ly without alteration. Changes in tem- 
perature can not make it expand or 
contract, Since the earth was in its 
infancy, these veins of silky fibres 
have seemingly survived when the} 
hardest rock has worn or melted 
away. 

“You are,’ a well-known asbestos 
man told me, ‘almost surrounded with 
asbestos. Modern comfort and convep- 
fence would be inconceivable without 
this mineral curiosity. Of course, iron 
holders, mats and stands, gas burn- 
ers and gas logs are commonly 
known, but not many are aware that 
asbestos composition floors also are 
being laid, unburnable and _ ever- 
wearing. 

“Your stoves and ovens are so effi- 
cient because of the same heat-wave 
resistant. If you started to uncov-| 
er all the asbestos in your home you! 
would have to take apart the electric 
wires, all your electric appliances, 
phonograph records, radio parts, even 
your telephone mouthpiece, Few com- 
mon materials are fire, or even heat- 
proof. Only asbestos stands between 
us and the fire demon, 

“Heat pipes in modern houses are 
covered with asbestos rmixed with 
magnesia, or &@ similar substance, sav- 
ing as much as 180 pounds of coal 
per square foot of boiler surface. Be- 
cause the majority of homes are still 
trying to “heat all outdoors,” however, 
$300,000,000 worth of coal is still be- 
ing wasted,” 

In power plants, Mr. Kneen goes 
on to quote, every hot piston stem, 
steam joint pipe, strap and valve has 
its asbestos packing and gaskets. We 
could not begin to retain and handle 
these enormous but efficient forces 
without asbestos and graphite. Even 
electric switchboards, insulators and 
panels are molded from it, while tiny 
fibres are made into lamp filaments. |

Asbestos was found in the present 
producing region in the eastern town- 
ships of Quebec in 1877. The most 
important deposits are those at Black 
Lake, Thetford, Robertsonville anda 
East Broughton. Canadian asbestos, 
which is chrysotile, or serpentine va- 
riety, is of the finest quality, soft, 
silky and of great tensile strength, 
consequently it is in great demand for 
all kinds of asbestos products, but 
particularly for asbestos textiles. It is 
mined in open pits and the finest long- 
fibred material sorted by hand or 
“hand comber,” while to recover the 
asbestos from the smaller veins the 
rock is crushed and separated mech- 
anically by elaborate processes. A 
wide variety of grades are produced 
from the valuable long-fibred “crude” 
which occurs in relatively smal) 
amounts that may be worth $500 or 
more per ton, to the shortest mill fibre 
and asbestic sand used for wall plas- 
ter, worth but a small fraction of that 
amount. 

Asbestos production in Canada in 
1927 according to recent preliminary 
estimates amounted to 272,823 tons 
valued at $10,425,539. That represents 
one twenty-third of the entire value 
of Canada’s mineral production, not 
a bad showing for one comparatively 
small section in one province.

Tin Deposits Likely To Enhance 
Canada's Prestige As Mineral 
Country 
Tin has been discovered in WNor- 
thern Ontario, near Swastika, on the 
line of the Temiskaming and North- 
ern Ontario Railway, and if the de- 
posits prove up to the expectations 
of the companies which have been 
exploring them, Canada’s prestige as 
one of the great mineral countries in 

the world wili be enhanced. 

Although tin is such an extreme- 
ly useful metal there are only a few 
regions of the world in which it is 
found in sufficient quantity to repay 
the mining. It was tin which brought | 
the Romans from Gaul to Britain, } 
and Cornwall is still a producing | 
field, though on a smaller scale than | 
formerly. There are deposits in} 
North Carolina, South Dakota, Tex- 
as and California, but they are pro- | 
bably of little importance or they 
would have been worked earlier, es- 
pecially during the Great War. The 
demand for tin is so great and the 
known resources so limited in extent 
that there may soon be a shortage. 
If new discoveries bring more tin in- 
to the market the increase is likely 
to be counteracted by the elimination 
of worked-out areas. Bolivia until re- 
ecntly produced about 40 per cent.| 
of the world’s supply, but a decline in| 
production is predicted and there ap- | 
peurs to be a definite limit to the tin| 
belt which runs from Burma through | 
Malaysia to the Dutch East Indies. | 
Although every effort is being made | 
to meet present demands, world pro- 
duction is not much greater than it 
was before the war. 

The British Empire, with its pro- 
duction from Malay States, Burma, 
Nigeria, South Africa, Australia and 
Cornwall, already contributes 40 per 
cent. of the world’s output. If On- 
tario’s tin should meet the expecta- 
tions of the prospectors, the British 
Empire might control the market of | 
the world. As Sir Robert Horne, 
president of the recent Empire Min- 
ing Conference in Canada, bas point- 
ed out, the Empire already has prac- | 
tically a monopoly of smelting. “We 
have built up a Jarge tin smelting in- 
dustry capable of treating not only} 
Eritish ores but those of Bolivia and 
the Dutch East Indies, so that the 
control of the marketing of tin has! 
in effect become a British monopoly, 
our smelters turning out some 80 per 
cent. of the world’s supplies.” On-/| 


tario’s tin may therefore be a factor} * 


in giving the British Empire a com- 
plete monopoly of this important 
metal.

[SAYS STEAM ENGINE _—_= 
NOT WATT’S INVENTION. 


Were Constructed Thirty Years) 
Before He Was Born | 


States Professor 

James Watt was not the inventor of 
the steam engine, according to Prof. 
Edward Neville de Costa Andrade, 
professor of physics in the Artillery 
College, Woolwich, who made this} 
| Statement in a lecture at the Royal) 
Institution on “Engines.” 

Prof, Andrade said: “It is often 
stated that James Watt (1736-1819) 
invented the steam engine, but this 
is quite untrue. More than 380 years 
before Watt was born both Savery 
(Captain Thomas Savery, military 
engineer) and Newcomen (Thomas 
Newcomen, English engineer) con- 
structed steam engines which were 
actually used for pumping.” 

Prof. Andrade showed a working! 
jmodel of Savery’s engine, which! 
sucked up the water into a vessel by | 
the condensation of steam, and then 
drove the water up from this vane! | 
by the pressure of steam. Newcomen 
used these principles, he said, but in- 
troduced the cylinder and piston. The 
engine worked by causing a vacuum 
under the piston, which was driven | 
down by atmospheric pressure, 

“The old story,” said Professor An- 
Neneoe! “that Watt was led to invent 
jthe steam engine by playing with a 
tea-kettle has no foundation. What 
actually happened was that Watt, 
who was practicing as an instrument 
maker, was asked to repair a model 
of a Newcomen engine. In investi- 
;gating the causes which prevented 
the model working he was led to seek 
for a better design, and ultimately in- 
vented the separate condenser, which 
| was the essential advance that made 
;the steam-engine an ecoonmic source 
of value. 

“He used only low-pressure steam 
on account of constructional difficul- 
| ties, but every economical engine of 
today, reciprocating or turbine, ends 
up with one, on the Watt system, in 
which the steam, having been expand- 
ed to low pressure in other parts of 
the engine, does work by virtue of the 
partial vacuum created by a con- 
denser.” 

“If Watt did not, correctly speak- 
ing, invent the steam engine, he nev- 
jertheless converted it from a clumsy 
and unreliable contrivance, used sole- 
ly for pumping purposes, into a finish- 
ed machine, using less than a quarter 
of the coal consumed by its predeces- 
sors, It transformed the face of indus- 
try, and placed England ahead of all 
her rivals as a manufacturing coun- 
try at the beginning of the 19th cen- 
tury. Nearly every feature of an eff- 
'cient modern reciprocating engine is 
‘said to be found in Watt’s later de- 
|signs. Watt's governor, with the ro- 
| tating balls, is used in a variety of | 
| forms on engines of all kinds at the 
| present day, from the gas engine to 
| the gramophone motor. 

“The finger cf Watt governs specd |

Would Lead As _ 
Wool Prod ucer 


Australian Professor's Research 
Work Will Last For Seven 


Years 

Already the leading country in the 
world in wool production, Australia is 
determined not only to maintain her 
hold on the world’s wool market, but 
to tighten her grip. It is computed 
that her sheep produce an average of 
2 Ib. per head more than those of any 
other country, and research that is 
now being undertaken is expected to 
increase the yield still further. 

Professor Brailsford Robertson of 
Adelaide University, who has been en- 
gaged for the last fourteen years in 
research work here and in the United 
States, in regard to the growth and 
nutrition of sheep, is in charge of the 
present research, which {is being car- 
ried out under the inspiration and 
with the finances of the Federal Coun- 
cil of Scientific and Industrial 
search, The work is expected to last 
seven years, 

At the end of last year Professor 
Robertson began a nation wide in- 
vestigation into matters affecting tho 
nutrition of sheep and to acquaint 
himself with the problems encounter- 
ed by the Australian sheep breeders, 
he undertook a tour of the most im- 
portant sheep areas. This has enabled 
him to gain a preliminary knowledge 
of the type of problem which he and 
his assistants intend to meet. 

Laboratory work to be undertaken 
by the professof and his research as- 
sistants is expected to yield results 
in a few years which would take or- 
dinary sheep breeders a life time of 
close study and observation to com- 
plete. 

“It is bound to be a costly work,” 
says the professor, “but the expendi- 
ture is not worth considering in com- 
parison with the value of the results 
which will accrue for the whole of 
Australla from the discovery of even 
one principle of nutrition which pre- 
viously was not known.

Barley Or Corn For Laying Pullets 


Corn Is Preferable To Barley For Egg 
Produnction 

An experiment to test the relative 
values of barley and corn as ingredi- 
ents in the scratch grain and mash 
fed to laying pullets has veen carried 
on over several years at the Leth- 
bridge, Alberta, Experimental Sta- 
tion, The results of the test, which are 
summed up in the latest report of the 
superintendent, were greatly in fay- 
or of feeding corn rather than barley 
both for egg production and vitality 
of the birds. In the season in ques- 
tion the amount of barley or corn fed 
was one-fifth of the total feed con- 
sumed apart from green feed, and the 
corn or barley were added to the basic 
rations from the time the chicks were 
nine weeks old, In the 1825-26 test 
barley was not used until the pullets 
were placed in the laying pens in the 
fall. The results were similar to those 
of the previous year, The pullets in 
the barley-fed pens were not nearly as 
thrifty as those in the corn-fed pens. 
Several died, and egg production was 
light especially in January and Feb- 
ruary. After March Ist the barley fed 
birds were given cod liver oil, which 
resulted in a great improvement in 
the health of the birds and a return 
to normal laying.
